From the London Publishers’ Circular, February 15. 

Although we do not anticipate any very important or immediate benefit 
to English authors from the new copyright convention between England and 
Sardinia, the fact is not the less satisfactory as another step gained in the 
cause of international good morals. The operation of the Treaty will, of 
course, be coextensive with the new kingdom of United Italy, which, till the 
other day, could only have been embraced by half a dozen separate negotia- 
tions; and it is a little curious to remark that, if King Victor Emmanuel 
should successfully pursue the projects of Garibaldi, he will not only enlarge 
his own dominions, but at the same time bring new territories under the 
sway of British authorship. The day, perhaps, may be distant when a Veni- | 
tian or Milanese Tauchnitz shall bid for early sheets, or first translations ; 
but in the case of English works having special interest for Italians—such as 
Mr. Isaac Butt’s recently published History of Italy ; or Mr. T. A. Trollope’s 
Pope and the Friar—some immediate benefit might be reasonably antici- 
pated. Italy, however, will, we hope, now make rapid progress as a reading | 
people. It is, at all events, good that a copyright convention between the | 
tw uations should be made before vested iuterests—always the most formi- 
dable obstructions to reform—grow up to make such an arrangement dif- | 
ficult.
